The White Book was scattered far’ and 
wide among neutrals, and, although ‘the 
flimsy and untrustworthy character «of 
the. ease. it, sought to make was. imm 
diately detected by all competent judges.

Charneteristically enough, 1 special 
edition was prepared for Belgium, which 
omitted all of the two. hundred deposi- 
tions supplied for the behoof of neutrals 
‘—just ag the version for Belgian: use of 
the German answer to Sir Edward Grey’s 
speech of March last year omitted the 
charge of Belgian cruelty to the German 
wounded which figured se prominently 
in tho full text. It is not thought ex-
